Mr. Prestuenr:—! hoped thst no circum

pecially the gentleman on my lett from Onio) 
scom to fitve taken fhe interest of a portion 
of my Eonstituents into their espectl care 
and keeving. Whenever goritlemen ure at 
a loxs for a case of fraud and perjury where- 
by to clucidate their objectivns to the Lill on 
bur table, they conjure up dverention of the 
imagination, andgive ita local hubitation in 
the northern part of Hiingis} but more partic- 
ularly du we have reiterated recurrence to the 
‘med, much talked of, and little under- 
stood, Beuubien claim. Sir, if we were to 
take for granted all we hive heard about 
this celabrated claim, we would he forced to 
the conclusion that the whole imatter, frown 
its very inception to the present moment, has 
been involvedin mystery, fraud and perjury;

Let it undergo the 
ordeal of their scrutiny; and if they reject it 
then wil! it be the duty of Congress tw repeal 
the obnoxious provisions, and give us a more 
equitable and liberal system of law on this 
subject. 

Mr. President, [again repeat that the leg- 
is'ation of Congress is not of (hat fair and 
quitable character towards the publi: land 
States that their wants and interestsdemand. 
All tho old States in the Union, en their in 
troduction into the great federal family, were 
invested with the attributes of sovereign pow- 
er overall their internal affairs: they wero 
embued with authority to levy and collect 
¢s upon every species of properly within 
there respective jurisdictions, for the nininte- 
uance of Government, and for whatsoever 
other legitimate purpose the legislative au- 
thority may “devise. But not so with the 

tiblic Jand States. They have heretofore 
been, and are now, admitted junto the nation- 
al fraternity manacled in every limb, 
and bound in fetters of paralizing’ restri~ 
tion. Your General Government, the influ- 
ence of which is yet in the hands of the old 
Sintes, and whose policy is directed by 
them, still retains its property in the public 
domain within our limits, and is every day 
exercising the power of making disposition 
of it, and laughs atall our efforts to place 
ourselves on un equality with thei as vain 
and impotent: thus leaving the public lund 
Biates with a curtailed and limited sovereign- 
ty over the soil. If-you in your boasted 
bounty, setapartasection of land in exch 
township in those States, fur the most praise- 
wortby and commendable purpose of educa- 
tion, the otherwise munificenr grant is made 
in consideration of ample equivalents. You

Sir, we cannot make a road from 
oe county seat toanother, without tresspass- 
ing upen the public domyvin; we cannot pass 
thethréshold of our humble domicil, with- 
out incurring the guilt of punishable trespass; 
We can go nowhere, build bridges across 
none of our water courses, without obstruct- 
ing Uncle Sam’s highways, ot building an 
abutment against and upon some portion 
of bis endless domain. We dare not levy a 
tax upon nine-tenths of the soil within our 
limits. We n.ust wait the tardy and linger 
ing policy of the Government, in making its 
les of those lands,and then wait an addi- 
tional five years before the legislative amibor- 
y ofthe State cau reach them. 
he federal authority adopts its system of, 
laws in relation to ils lands and enforces 
them within our jurisdiction ; whilst the 
State,with all becom‘ng humility, must wait 
in paticut'servility until the contingency of| 
sale takes place, and the five years probation 
shall have passed away, before ler juris 
Nien accrues. And ihus this humiliating pro- 
ess continues from year to year; the new 
States every dey arriving nearer & nearer to 
induction within the pale of the constitution, 
until eventually, after a lapse of twenty, thi 
ty, and forty years perhaps, weare safely 
moored within the protection of the guns of 
the constitution ; and we step in, and take 
our place if onr old age, among the federal 
family on nu equal footing, ‘in all respects, 
with our-elder brothers.

The Board of Commissioners of Public 
Works met in this placo on Monday the 5th 
instant, und remained in session two days 
They passed several General orders, which 
willbe given in our next. 
Their Report, made to the Governor in 
pursuance of law, will be found in another 


column of this paper. It is worthy ofa most 
attentive perusal. 

The course pursued by the Board is such 
as will no doubt fully justify the confidence 
which the Legislature has reposed in them. 

The instructions adopted by the Board, 
heretofore published, to be pursued by the 
engineers, are, ia our opinion, well conceiv- 
ed, and founded upon enlarged and Jiberai 
views. They are; moreover, highly condu= 
cive to economy and vigilant effort. It was 
thonght best, however, after further inquiry, 
to allow the engineers to adopt a maximum 
grade. of 40 fect ascent to the mile, instead 
of 30 fect, as provided for at their first meet 
ing. 

As to the “ Rules and Ordinances dividing 
the State into Engincering Districts, and or- 
ganizing the District ” we cannot 
better express our opinion than by adopting 
that of the Board in the Report hero pub- 
lished. 


“The plan adopted by the Board was the 
best that could be devised by it; and although 
it is not without its objections, itis believed 
that no better system could ernveniently 
have been presented fer the purpose, if the 
number and extent of the works to be surv ey- 
ed and prosecuted, shall be properly consi- 
dered,”

must for a short time be delayed, by reason 
of the neglect of private companies, hereto 
fore chartered, to surrender their acts of in- 
corporation, ‘The Board says: “ The delay 
which has occurred in the relinquishment™ 
.of the Central Rail-raid Charter « renders it 
somewhat doubtful whether any such relin- 
quishment will be made; but from informa- 
tion since ubtained, we are encouraged to 
believe that a surrender of the charter will 
soon be made; and when made, we are au- 
thorized to say that operations on that route 
will recommence immediately. “Under the 
preset aspect of affitirs” it is vain to sup- 
pose that such a work could © be prosecuted 
with any reasonable certainty of a speedy 
completion by the means of a private compa- 
ny;” and conscious of this, the company 
could have no sufficient inducement tsretain 
their charter. 

Preparations are now being made, we un- 
derstand, by the Company interested, to sur- 
render the charter of the Alton and Shawnce- 
town Road. Business will also commence 
Upon that route as soon as this pre-requisite 
is effected. We are gled to see by the pro- 
ceedings of a public meeting held in Shaw- 
heetown on the 27th ult. that the people of 
Gallatin are awake to the immense impor- 
tance of the system of internal improve- 
ments which the last Legislature had the wis- 
dom to contrive and the firmness to adopt. 
Their zeal is highly commendable, Their 
complaint of neglect, however, as reaards 
the Alton and Shawneetown Road is well 
answered by the commissioners, We have 
been frequently in attendance when the 
Board of Public Works were in session, and 
from all we have seen and heard we have 
the utmost confidence in the impartiality and 
ability with which the several works provid- 
ed for in the act will be prosecuted. The 
difliculty of procuring enginecrs and mathe- 
tmatical instruments were sucha necessarily 
delayed fora time the commencement of ope- 
rations; but as the State is now pretty well 
supplied in this respect, they will, we are as- 
sured, be commenced on the different routes 
with all practicable speed, as the law direets, 

In their Report the Board express the opi- 
nion, that “the present pecuniary distress 
which prevails in the older States, will work 
to our good,” and expedite the completion 
of our Public Works, upon a scele less ex~ 
peusive than was contemplated, and the 
Lund Commissioners concur in this opinion, 
This presents the subject in a most encou- 
raging light, and in view of it too much com 
mendation canpot be accorded to the wisdom 
and forecast of the friends of the system, who. 
based their calculations upon every variety 


of means which increased emigration andthe 
fluctuations of wade might-enable them to 
command. 


The system of Internal Improvements is 


fortified with suflicient funds for this season, 
and nothing need be feared for coming years. 
Itis also fortified by the confidence of the 
People, os is evident from the fact that every 


Paper in the Stato has either eupported, the 


system, or has not ventured to condemn it. 
It needs only the cortinued support of the 
cheering voice of the People to spoed it on- 
ward, It is big with results of the most hap- 
py and important character. [twill greatly 
increase our population, render us less de- 
pendent, more prosperous, intelligent, and 
happy. {It will develop new and undiacovored 
Tesourzes, and pluce us in the front rank of, 
Western states.

Sm: The undersigned, Commissioners of 
the Board of Public Works, in obedience to 
the law of the last session, entitled “An act 
to establish and maintain a genoral system 
bfinternal improvements,” have the honor to 
Jay before the Governor a report of the pro- 
ceedings had by them under the provisions 
of the said act. | 
Attheir first meeting in April last, the 
Board was organized by the unaniinous 
choice of Wiritan Kinney, commissioner of 
“the second: judicial circuit, as Presidont of 
the Board. and by the appointinent of Gro, 
W. Canrvriens, as Sceretar 
The several proceedings of the Byard in 
the adoption and organization of a plan tor 
the conducting of the system of improve- 
ments upon the comprehensive scale contem 
plated by the bil! and extendin 
many different portions of our Stite, will 
accompany this report. The plin adopted 
by the Board was the best that could be 
devised by it; and althou 
out its objections, it is believed) that uo 
botter sysiem could con ly have 
been presented for the purpose, ifthe num- 
ber and extent of the works to be surveyed 
and prosecuted shall be properly considered. 
The short pariod which has olapsed sinc 
the organization of the Board, and the diff 
culty which presented in the outset of ob- 
taining competent engin nd the neces 
sary instruments for the ec, will in some 
degree account fora want of interest in the 
present report.

We gave yesterday a note from a friend 
at Richmond, through whom we received xn 
ra from the ollice of the Whig, containing 
a letter evidently intended to produce a sud- 
den insurrectionary movement of the mer- 
chants in the cities against the Government. 
No man who reads the slip can doubt that 
this was the object for which it was written 
and published. For months back the federal 
press in the city of New York has been

of the hands of the deputy of the Postmaster 
General was manifested. While, therefore, 
the Boston merchan!s were working them- 
selves up to take possession of the post-office, 
the New York merchants were looking with 
longing eyes to the custom-hou: Butthere 
was danger to be encountered before the cus- 
lom-house could be carried. ‘There was x 
strong body of the People, who, although they 
spoke in so low a tone as to be almost inau- 
dible, yet mado a murmur like the growing 
surge ofthe eceans- ‘Thefirs-movement in 
New York might, it was felt, be overwhelm- 
ed! At all events, it was thought best to 
suppose the fact done in that great empo- 
rium, and to instigate the Whigs in Rich- 
mond and the hotheaded South, to follow the 
example on the first unpulse. ‘Then the New 
York whigs might or might not follow up the 
sure, as the public feeling might counsel 
then. It was evidently to operate on the 
South, and drive the cities forward, in that 
region, Into some overt act, that this extra 
Whig was issued, containing a triumphant 
account jof the success of the merchants in 
pulling down the custom house in New York.

CIRCULAR TO DEPOSITS BANKS. 


Treasury Deranreyr, 
May 17, 1837. 

Sm:—As the painful information has 
reached this Department through the public 
Press, that your bank has suspended specie 
yments, the object of this letter is to learn 
ally, if that fact has happened; and to 
receive such explanations concerning the 
reasons for it, and the future course of your 
business, as it willbo apparent are so im- 
portant for this department to knox, under 
the existing liabilities and relations between 
you and the Goverament, 

While, on the one hand,'it is deemed prop- 
er thatindulgencies should be granted by this 
Department toits former fisenl agents, as 
they may request, consistent with the laws 
and the present state of the treasury ; it must 
be apparent, on the other hand, that nothing 
can be granted which is likely to endangor 
the safety of the public funds, and other im= 
portant public interests. 

‘Tho imperative provisions of the act of 
Jane, 1836, make It the duty of this Depart- 
ment to discontinue ordering any further 
sums of public money ‘o be placed with the 
deposite banks, nftersuspending. specie pay- 
And hence, you are notificd, that 
no more can be deposited in your institution, 
provided such a failure to redeet your notes 
has actnally occurred. 

Itis also made my duty, as soon as prac- 
licable, to select other depusitori and place 
with them the money in your possession, as 
the accruing reveuue; but the Department 
will endeavor to draw ouvthe funds in your 
hands by warrants and transte sonable 
In their amount, and in the periods of pay 
ment; such wayrants and transfers, itis tu 
ted, you will at all times be anxious and able 
(o meet, in A manner satisfactory to all con- 
cerned; notonly with a view to fulfil faith: 
fully your contract, and relieve the ‘Treasury 
and ils creditors from embarassment and loss- 
es, but to exonerate yourselves and surcties 
from consequences equally injurious, inev 
table, and unpleasant, 

Ttrust, further, that you will continue to 
regard it your duty, while the public money 
remains in your possession, to forward regu- 
larly, all the returns and statements which 
are required by your agreement—the ma- 
tual advantages from doing which, cannot 
fail to be obvio x 

The department will also feel much ob- 
liged, if you willfuruish, as early as practi- 
cable, replies to the two fullowing enquiries, 
in order that it may be in possession of such 
intelligence from you, in an authentic fo'm, 
as will be useful to the community and (he 
States, and very material for regulating 
properly the future means of the Treasury — 
‘Those enquiries are: 

Ist. Whether you expect to resume spe- 
cie payments soon, and what mode you pro- 
pose to take fully andsensonably to indem- 
nity, secure, and satisfy the goverament 
and the public creditors for any breach of 
of your agreement and boud? 
2d. Whether, ifyou do not expect to te- 
sume specio ;aytments soon, any particular 
lime for it hereafier has been yet decided 
on, and what special effurts or arrangements 
You intend tomake for that very important 
object?

Upon tho above Circular, the Louisville 
Advertiser makes the following judicious re- 
marks: 

“We are pleased tosee by the circular,that 
itis the determination of the administration 
to draw the funds of the Government fiom 
the Deposite Banks, “by warrants and trans- 
fers, rensonable in their amount, and in the 
periods of payments.”

‘The 
course of the T’reasury department is liberal 
—we may say exceedingly lenicnt—when 
we revert tothe manner in which the Gov- 
ernment has recently been treated by the 
opponents. of the present administratio 
Who that recently heard the deafening shout 
of exultation, over the proclaimed bank- 
muptey of the Treasury, could have imag.

Congress and the Bxecutive cannot wisely 
Consent to place the public treasure hereafter, 
where it may be rendered Wholly unayaila- 
ble by bank suspensions. We think we may 
afely add; that the Awerican people will 
take care that the currency shall not be reg- 
ulated by any power independent of them- 
selves, or hostile to those who may be cal- 
led on to administer the Government.

tion by law withthe Treasury and works of in- 
tornal improvement of theState,with other sub- 
Jeets which will be communicated, form in ny 
opinion a proper oveusion for convening the 
Legislature:
